the Missouri Tuberculosis Assoc­ 
iation. 
‘Any disease or physical defect 
which causes a child’s resistance 
to be lowered makes 
that 
child 
more susceptible to 
tuberculosis. 
Although tuberculosis cannot de­ 
velop unless tubercle bacilli 
are 
in the body, no matter how weak­ 
ened the 
individual’s 
condition 
may be, the possibility of being 
infected with the 
germs 
is 
ro 
great that no chance 
should 
be 
taken,” the committee states. 
Many parents assure the 
atti­ 
tude that childhood diseases 
are j 
unavoidable, and that the 
child' 
‘‘might as well have them and g et« 
them over with,” the 
committee I 
says. 
This belief is a fallacy and 
parents may be doing great harm j 
by carelessly exposing children to j 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, or other 
ailments. 
In 
addition 
to 
tuberculosis, j 
many other serious troubles 
may 
follow in the wake of 
childhood | 
diseases. 
Children 
frequently ] 
have been left with heart or kid-1 
ney ailments, or impairment 
of | 
eyesight, hearing or nervious sys­ 
tem folowing disease. 
Parents may protect their chil­ 
dren by keeping them away from 
sick people and 
crowds 
when 
contagious diseases are known to 
be prevalent; by building resist­ 
ance through proper health hab­ 
its; by correction of defects such 
as diseased tonsils and adenoids. 
One of the first 
symptoms 
of 
many childhood diseases is what 
appears to be a common cold, the 
committee points out, and a tem­ 
perature above normal. 
Parents 
are advised to call a physician at
